It seems passing strange indeed, 
that any one would favor the re­ 
moval of those beautiful twin elms 
standing just below South Bloomfield, 
in the center of the famous Scioto 
Trail. 
Of all the letters published by the 
press not only from correspondents 
of our own state, but from other 
staten as well, but one favored their 
removal, and that one was no other 
than our esteemed friend, Attorney 
Charles Gerhardt. 
"Br. Gearhardt, in a letter written 
to the Director of Highways, stated 
those elms were a menace to auto­ 
mobile travel and should be removed. 
lf those stately elms are a menace to 
auto travel as he avers, it would be 
a very easy matter to eliminate all 
danger by simply enclosing those 
magnificent elms with a substantial 
fence resembling an acute angle, and 
the sides of the enclosure curved in 
order to be just the proper distance 
from the base of the trees. Then it 
would be only necessary to widen the 
road at that poin+ providing ample 
width for “road-ways” on cast and 
west side by those much admired 
twin elms. 
But the pier which stands in the 
center of the Scioto Trail at Bells 
Siding, supporting the bridge of the 
“N. and W.” railway, but a few miles 
south of those passive elms which he 
seems so anxious to have eradicated, 
is an entirely different matter, which

On the other hand, the question j 
of a probable shortag e of fix ed ni- j 
trogen has caused a great dr al of an­ 
x iety am ong ag riculturists for a long j 
period past. 
Formerly the world’s sources of 
fix ed nitrogen were the nitrate fields 
of Cliili, the by-product am m onia 
o f 
the coal industry and the ordinary j 
ag ents of nature, namely, the nitrify­ 
ing bacteria of the soil and certain 
plants such as clover. 
Then Germany cam e forward and 
originated the process for the fix ation i 
of nitrogen, consisting of synthetic 
nitrogenous fertilizers, which im m edi­ 
ately became a g reat success. Tills 
found its w ay into Great Britain, and 
here, under the supervision of m e­ 
chanical g eniuses, it has been further 
developed to such an ex tent, that this 
country now leads in its econom ic 
production.

Adv ancement in Applied Chem­ 
istry To Build Fo o d Pro ­ 
ducing Capacity . 


By ROBERT S. THORNBÏ RGH

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 19—(INS) — If 
applied chemistry continues its pre s­ 
ent scientific adv ance the area now 
constituting the United S tates will 
be capable of supporting a popula­ 
tion of one billion within fifty years. 
This startling assertion was made 
to the Internatio nal News Serv ice by 
Dr. Ralph 
H. McKee, 
head of 
the 
chem istry department a t Columbia 
univ ersity, during the 
sem i-annual 
session of the American In stitute of 
Chemical Eng ineers. 
McKee’s predictio n is a radical de­ 
parture fro m the attitude taken by 
many scientists, who hold tha- w ith­ 
in a few g eneratio ns the food pro­ 
ducing qualities o f the land will be 
insufficient 
to support rapidly 
in­ 
creasing po pulatio n. 
"If we were using the same m eth­ 
ods of 
agricultural and food 
pro­ 
duction as fifty years ago. the coun­ 
try would not ev en now be self-sus­ 
taining” McKee explained. 
"The present production 
m ethods 
would support a population of 160,- 
000.00, in comparison to our present 
1 1 7,000,000. 
Can Feed 500,000,000 
"If we actually 
appned scientific 
principles 
of 
production 
already 
known the land could be forced to 
support 500,000,000 
persons within 
the 
continental 
limits 
of U nited 
States 
One o f the fundamental problems 
in the solution of the troubles of the 
farm er is tha t of scientific 
use of 
fertilizers, according to McKee. 
He 
pointed in this connection to the ob­ 
ligation of the chemical industry to 
produce a cheap, effectiv e fertilizer 
that would assist 
agriculture, pre­ 
dicting that such a dev elopment is 
just around the corner. 
McKee sees great hope for fertili­ 
zation in the 
cheap 
production of 
synthetic ammonia, deriv ed from ni­ 
trogen of the air, hydrogen from w a­ 
ter or other 
sources and 
chemical 
brainpower. 
This is one of the pro­ 
ducts 
suggested 
for the 
Muscle 
Shoals project. 
"In supporting of such populations 
as we hav e in the future 
no doubt 
the farm ers, with the 
great indus­ 
trial concentration driv en to fewer 
acres of land, will be called upon to 
produce two or more crops of w heat 
and corn ev ery season ” McKee said. 
“T hat of course 
means 
nothing 
more than intensiv e fertilization with 
the new chemicals destined for dis­ 
cov ery and the application of other 
scientific principles, now quite neces­ 
sary.” 
T attle Twice as Big 
The new' farm er probably will raise 
cattle and hogs twice as large as the 
present breeds three hundred years

IN FIFTY YF 


Advancement In Applied Chem­ 
istry To Build Food P ro ­ 
ducing Capacity. 


By ROBERT S. THORNBURGH 
I. N. S. Staff Correspondent 
ST. LOUIS, Dec. IS—(INS) — If 
applied chemistry continues its p res­ 
ent scientific advance the area now 
constituting the United States will 
be capable of supporting a popula­ 
tion of one billion within filly years. 
This startling assertion was made 
to the International News Service by 
Dr. Ralph H. McKee, head of the 
chemistry department at Columbia 
university, dining the 
semi-annual 
session of the American Institute of 
Chemical Engineers. 
McKee’s prediction is a radical de 
par lure from the attitude taken by 
many scientists, who hold that with­ 
in a few generations the food pro 
ducing qualities of the land will be 
insufficient 
to support rapidly 
J 
creasing population. 
“If we were using the same m eth­ 
ods of 
agricultural and food 
pro 
auction as fifty years ago, the coun­ 
try would not even now be self-sus 
taming” McKee explained. 
“The present production 
methods 
would support a population of IGO, 
000,00, in comparison to our present 
117,000,000. 
Can Feed 500,000,000 
“If we actually 
applied scientific 
principles 
of 
production 
already 
known the land could be forced to 
support 500.000,000 
persons within 
the 
continental 
limits 
of United 
States.” 
One of the fundamental 'problems 
in the solution of the troubles of the 
farmer is that of scientific use of 
fertilizers, according to McKee. 
He 
pointed in this connection to the ob­ 
ligation of the chemical industry to 
produce a cheap, effective fertilizer 
that would assist 
agriculture, pre­ 
dicting that such a development is 
just around the corner. 
McKee sees great hope for fertili­ 
zation in the 
cheap 
production of 
synthetic ammonia, derived from ni­ 
trogen of the air, hydrogen from ven­ 
ter or other 
sources and 
chemical 
brainpower. 
This is one of the pro­ 
ducts 
suggested 
for the 
Muscle 
Shoals project. 
“In supporting of such populations 
as we have in the future 
no doubt 
the farmers, with the 
great indus­ 
trial concentration driven to fewer 
acres of land, will be called upon to 
produce two or more crops of wheat 
and corn every season.” McKee said. 
“That of course 
means 
nothing 
more than intensive fertilization with 
the new chemicals destined for dis­ 
covery and the application of other 
scientific principles, now quite neces­ 
sary.” 
C attle Twirp as Big 
The new farmer probably will raise 
cattle and hogs twice as large as the 
present breeds 
three hundred years 
ago the farm animals 
were 
about 
half the weight of those driven into 
the stock yards today. All the st he 
crops will correspond 
bigger wheat 
corn, fruit and vegetables, to meet 
the demands of a vast population* 
Really intensive 
fertilization and 
therefore better dollar 
values 
per 
acre, is being practiced to the great­ 
est advantage in Georgia, Alabama, 
and Florida, according to McKee, 
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Because 
two adjoining 
farmers 
along Deercreek, which runs through 
Pickaway and Madison county, want
